Upon an examination of the Porter-Allen Engine used for driving your electric lighting, 
we find it very difficult to make a close estimate without taking the Engine entirely to pieces. We 
find the cylinder will require re-boring, a new valve made, new link, and new boxes, and that the 
Engine must be generally over-hauled and refitted. You can appreciate the difficulty in making a 
close estimate under these circumstances, as the amount of work on the various parts would not 
develop until the Engine was taken to pieces and in process of refitting. We would be willing, 
however, to guarantee that the cost of the work would not exceed Three Hundred and Seventy- 
five Dollars ($375.00), and, although this may seem a large amount for repairs, yet we cannot see 
how under the circumstances we could name you a lower figure as an ultimate, because the 
removal of the parts would require the expense of patterns which the maters of the Engine would 
not have.
